In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the Town 
of Greenwood have been audited for tre fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1951. 


The examination was made by Auditor D. M. Strand in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and included 
all procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar as 
could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, the 
financial transactions of the Town appear to have been appro- 
priately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in 
the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for the 
period designated. Recommendations are also offered which 
are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Greenwood 
January 1, 1951 to December 31, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Greenwood for the fiscal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1951. The audit included an examination of the rec- 
ords maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


The result of the audit indicated that the following sug- 
gestions appear worthy of consideration: 


Unpaid real estate taxes secured by tax liens, which 
have mateured, should be transferred to a tax ac- 
quired property account. 


Transfers betwen accounts should be made by jour- 
nal entries rather than to clear through the Treas- 
urer’s cash account. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenue and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $1,623.11, and is summarized as 
follows : 


Unexpended Balances $3,564.09 
Overdrafts 1,940.98 
Net Unexpended Balances $1,623.11 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
more particularly in the general government and highways 
ahd bridges accounts totaling $265.78 and $1,615.60 respec- 
tively. The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute excepting in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then ohly to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


It was ascertained that the transfer of $101.41 of excise 
tax monies to the town hall account was authorized by vote 
at town meeting. 
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At the end of the year the unappropriated surplus 
amounted to $8,237.14, or an increase of $3,985.29 as com- 
pared with the preceding year and is summarized as follows:

The trust and reserve fund investments were reviewed 
and the distribution of the total earnings was accounted for.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Greenwood: 


Two changes in the teaching staff became necessary this 
year. Mrs. Slattery who had carried on her duties at the 
Tubbs School so effectively for several years left to accept 
a more lucrative position in West Paris. Mrs. Doris Hayes 
was hired to fill this vacaney. When Mrs. Twitchell left the 
intermediate position at Locke Mills, Mrs. Bernice Noyes 
was hired to take her place. 


For three years your schools have been operated without 
requiring any increase in appropriations. You are fortunate 
that this could be done while in most places increases have 
been the rule. This year, however, it becomes rather neces- 
sary to increase this appropriation. It really started this 
past year when about $1,600 of the balance was used up. 
The main reason for the increase is the high cost of High 
School Tuition. In two years this part of the maintenance 
budget has risen from $6,400 to $8,500. 


During these past few years only a few small increases 
have been made in teacher salaries. This policy was instru- 
mental in the loss of one teacher this year. You must recog- 
nize the folly of trying to economize on this item. Economy 
should be practiced elsewhere but when we are concerned 
with the salary of a teacher the attitude of ‘Show much can 
we pay’’ should supplant the all too common attitude of 
“‘how little can we get by with.’’ 


In making up the School Maintenance budget this year 
your committee has allowed for some salary increases and has 
allowed for enough to include a group plan of hospital in- 
surance for all teachers. 


Next year all accounts except Repairs will be grouped 
under School Maintenance. These items are all subject to 
the 45% State subsidy. 
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The School Lunch program was omitted this year be- 
cause no one could be found who would prepare the meals. 
Some funds on hand were made available to the schools for 
purchase of such things as fruit juices. 


No specific amount is being asked for repairs but these 
are the more pressing needs: interior painting and installa- 
tion of additional toilet facilities at Locke Mills, and oil 
heaters for the rural schools. 


An investigation of school building insurance shows only 
$3,450 on the building and contents at Locke Mills, and $1,000 
each on the Greenwood City and Tubbs buildings. Your 
committee feels that you should consider increasing this in- 
surance, particularly on the Locke Mills building. If you 
do this the increased premium figure should be added to the 
amount listed as being requested for maintenance.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a constable of the Town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Monday, the 
second day of March, 1958, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year, and 
to decide upon a salary for this office. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1952, 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sums the town will vote to pay per 
day, to the selectmen, assessors, and overseers of the poor for 
their services. 


Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year, 
and to decide upon the salary for this office. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 
missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 8. To elect a commissioner or commissioners. 
Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 


three years, and all other necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 
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Art. 10. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the following accounts: 
1. School Maintenance. 
2. Repairs and Insurance of Schoolhouses. 
3. Salary of Superintendent and Office expense. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for the year 1952. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health for local services. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for State Aid Rd. Construction under 
provisions of Section 19, Chap. 28, R. S. of 1930 or under 
provisions of Section 8, Chap. 289, Public Laws of 1937, 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for winter roads, snow removal, sanding, re- 
pairs, ete. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of summer roads and 
bridges. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the payment of interest. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town officers’ salaries and miscel- 
laneous expenses. 

Art. 18. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of town poor. 

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day observance. 


Art. 20. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for support of street lights. 

Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Aid to Dependent Children (Mo- 
ther’s Aid). 

Art. 22. To see what sums per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, trucks, teams and tractors for labor on the town 
roads. 
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Art. 238. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2,500, which was appropriated for winter roads for 1952, 
at a special town meeting, held Nov. 4, 1952. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift 
of $400. from Ekeo Foundation, to be used for the purchase 
of portable firefighting equipment. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purchase of fire fighting equip- 
ment. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
propriate a sum of money for the purchase of snow removal 
equipment, 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
and tax collector’s bonds. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town equipment against property 
damage and personal liability. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to procure temporary loans in anti- 
cipation of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of ths 
town; such loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year, out of monies raised during said year by taxes. Said 
loans not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000. 


Art. 80. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to sell such real estate acquired by 
tax liens as they may deem advisable for the best interest of 
the town, and convey the same by quit claim deed. Such real 
estate to be advertised for thirty days. 


“ Art. 31. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for cutting bushes along the town 
highways. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,000. or more for the payment of tractor notes due Dec. 
31, 1953. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000. for the payment of a Tax note due 
Dee. 31, 1953. 
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Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200. to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal government in the control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with R. 8. Chap. 32, 
Section 54. 


Art. 35. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropirate for Town Hall expenses for 1953. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
propriate the sum of $25. to be paid to the State of Maine 
Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources and attractions of the State of Maine. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of painting the Town 
Hall. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to allow its officers 
to participate in Social Security Benefits, under the Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act, and to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for this purpose. 

Art. 39. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock of the 
days of such meeting for the purpose of correcting the list 
of voters. 


Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with 
your doings thereon.
